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Chester Teachers' Contract 
Ratified, Lowers Cost

CHESTER - The Ches- 
ter school board has ratified 
an updated collective bar- 
gaining agreement with the 
Chester Education Association 
(CEA), an agreement that was 
lauded for its uniqueness in 
lowering the cost to the dis- 
trict if approved by voters. 

The board announced the 
agreement at its Jan. 4 meet- 
ing, with chair Royal Rich- 
ardson explaining the details 
that had both the school 
board and budget committee 
noting their pleasure with 
negotiation results. 

Richardson, who work- 
ed with school board mem- 
ber Maria Veale, lauded the 



ease of the process this year 
and had praise for both the 
CEA and its negotiators, 
Chester Academy staff Tracey 
Farrenkopf, Kurt Schweiss 
and Ron Lubatti. 

Richardson said the three- 
year agreement continues 
the two entities' efforts to 
"develop an effective, pro- 
ductive working agreement 
with the CEA membership 
that provides our employees 
with secure positions sup- 
ported by a good salary and 
benefits package." The con- 
tract was further lauded for 
continuing innovative per- 
formance-based pay and a 
unique decision of the CEA 
to give up control over its 
health insurance. 

While there are various 



"housekeeping" style lan- 
guage changes, the costs of 
the contract were highlighted. 
According to the school 
board, the CEA membership 
recognized "current fiscal dif- 
ficulties facing the communi- 
ty" and agreed to a zero salary 
increase the first year, fol- 
lowed by a 1 percent increase 
in the following two years. 

Year two represents a 
cost of $28,293 and year 
three, $28,511. 

In addition to the base 
salary increases, there is the 
chance, each year, for teach- 
ers to earn increases based 
on performance incentive 
goals, something started 
with the contract currently 
in place. A 1 percent lump

Selectmen Set Employee 
Cost Sharing Start Date

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Board of Selectmen had a 
new look Monday night, as 
Selectman Sean Murphy 
took the reins as chairman 
for the first time. The board 
had a limited agenda and 
the regular meeting ad- 
journed before 8 p.m. 

The main item ad- 
dressed was when to begin 
the second phase of em- 
ployee cost sharing for 
health insurance. The initial 
employee cost sharing was 5 
percent for health insur- 
ance, which kicked in April 
1, 2010. At that time the 
board ended retroactive 
Cost-of-Living Adjustments 
(COLA). 

Sally Theriault, Select- 
men's Administrative Assis- 
tant, made a case for delay- 
ing the start date until April 
1 of this year for the second 
5 percent cost share, which 
would raise the total to 10 
percent. She said her re- 



search found that many 
employees would not get 
any additional money in 
their paychecks even with a 
COLA because of the 
increased cost of insurance 
and the cost sharing in- 
crease. 

Selectmen's Clerk Tina 
Harrington said the impor- 
tant thing is to determine 
the start date and then make 
it policy by amending the 
Personnel Policy. She said 
whatever date the board set 
would require payroll 
adjustments, and this need- 
ed the policy to be in writ- 
ing. 

Selectman Rick Hartung 
said he thought it benefited 
the employees to start the 
cost sharing on April 1. 
Selectwoman Priscilla Lind- 
quist, however, said she 
understood the board had 
decided to increase the cost 
sharing by a second 5 per- 
cent in 2012, and that 
meant for the entire year. 

Murphy said the in- 
creases in insurance costs 



for the Town went into 
effect Jan. 1, and if the 
employee cost sharing did- 
n't kick in at the same time, 
the Town would be carrying 
the full cost of the insurance 
increase for the first three 
months. He said this isn't 
how things work in the 
business world and it 
shouldn't happen in town 
government. He favored 
employee cost sharing to 
kick in when the insurance 
increases kick in on Jan. 1. 

The board voted unani- 
mously to make the full 10 
percent employee health 
insurance cost sharing for 
non-union employees effec- 
tive Jan. 1, and to amend 
the policy to reflect that 
decision. 

In other business: 
• Theriault said there 
would be no Mosquito Con- 
trol grant coming to the 
town this year because the 
mosquito season had not 
been declared an emergency 
and the state had no money, 
continued on page 7

SANDOWN - Barring 
any last minute petition 
articles received on the final 
day for submission of war- 
rant articles, Tuesday, Jan. 
10, the board of selectmen 
has finalized the March war- 
rant. They made quick work 
of ordering the articles, giv- 
ing their recommendations 
and designating their status 
Monday night. 

They also finalized some 
wording and dollar a- 
mounts. 

Selectman Brenda Copp 
did not attend Monday's 
meeting. The remaining 



selectmen recommended all 
articles unanimously except 
for a petition article to raise 
the elderly tax exemption 
amount. 

The first article will elect 
officers. A list of articles in 
the order they will appear 
on the warrant follows: The 
operating budget, the col- 
lective bargaining agree- 
ment arrived at by the 
selectmen and the police 
union, an addition of 
$176,000 to the police sta- 
tion capital reserve fund, 
acceptance of the highway 
block grant from the state, 
the next phase of the road 
improvement plan, the cre- 
ation of a plowing expend- 



able trust fund aimed to 
smooth out the unknowns 
around funding snow and 
ice removal, funding of the 
Old Home Day expendable 
trust fund, a grant to fix a 
culvert on Wells Village 
Road, funding for repairs to 
the Old Meeting House, 
renovation to the upstairs 
town hall with the creation 
of a handicapped accessible 
restroom, renovations to the 
downstairs town hall with 
an office space conversion, 
the creation and funding of 
the E-911 house numbering 
system, acceptance of a 
grant for police speed con- 
trol details, acceptance of a

CHESTER - A website 
has been set up for the 
Branden Myers Memorial 
Fund, not only to aid the 
family of the local man who 
lost his life in a car accident 
last month, but to help his 
name shine on. 

Branden Myers was 19 
years old, and months before 
had graduated from Pinker- 
ton Academy, when he lost 
control of his car while driv- 
ing in Connecticut. 

Since then, according to 
his father, Glenn Myers, 
people have been more sup- 
portive than he and his 
wife, Darlene, could have 
imagined. As part of that 
outpouring, friends have 
been sharing their stories of 
Branden, of how he was 
always there to help others, 
stories that the humble 
young man never shared 
with his parents. While 
Glenn said they couldn't 
have asked for more from a 
son, all of those stories are 



reminding them about how 
blessed they were, and 
they're thankful for it. 

"Darlene and I can't 
thank everyone enough for 
their continued support and 
all of the well wishes that 
everybody has been shar- 
ing," said Glenn. "We're 
very grateful for the out- 
pouring of support from the 
community and surround- 
ing communities. We didn't 
realize our extended family 
was so large." 

Many support Glenn's 
assertions that Branden had 
a big heart, from family 
friends to peers and staff at 
Pinkerton. He was the kind 
of guy who put smiles on 
others' faces and always had 
a smile on his face. 

While the memorial 
fund will support the family 
through their difficult time, 
down the road Glenn and 
Darlene are looking to use 
its money to aid organiza- 
tions that help animals. It's 
something they say is exact- 
ly what Branden would 
want and something that

dogs, cats, turtles, fish and 
horses. There are pictures of 
Branden at just a couple 
years of age sitting atop a 
horse, and that early love 
was something that translat- 
ed into a lifelong passion. 
He was an avid horseman 
and a member of the 
National Barrel Horse Asso- 
ciation 

The only animal his par- 
ents drew the line on was 
chickens, though they were 
one of Branden's favorites. 

"We didn't realize that 
he had touched so many 
people," said Glenn about 
his desire to keep Branden's 
memory as bright as possi- 
ble. "We want Branden's 
name to shine on... Darlene 
and I, like any parent 
would, want their child 
remembered." 

And while many have 
lauded Branden's intelli- 
gence and athletic ability, 
that's not the highest con- 
cern of his parents. What 
they remember most about 
their son is a little different, 
and perhaps more lasting. 



"Being smart and a good 
athlete paled in comparison 
to his kindness," Glenn 
said. 

In addition to the gener- 
al support, the Myers family 
had special thank yous for 
their extended "Pinkerton 
Academy Family," including 
Boys and Girls Cross Coun- 
try, Boys and Girls Indoor 
Track, the Swim Team, 
Band, Girls Gymnastics and 
everyone else at the school, 
including the student body 
and coaches Mike Clark and 
Walter Roberts. 

"And a hug to those that 
we missed," said Glenn, 
clearly grateful for the sup- 
port all have shown.

SANDOWN - There's 
one bond article on this 
year's Timberlane Regional 
School District warrant, and 
a public hearing is being 
held at 7 p.m. Thursday, 
Jan., 12, at the Timberlane 



Performing Arts Center in 
Plaistow, to review the 
request and field questions 
from the public. 

Sandown is part of the 
Timberlane Regional School 
District. 

The bond article, num- 
ber two on the warrant, will 
be seeking funds to repair 



and renovate physical edu- 
cation and athletic areas at 
the Timberlane Regional 
High School. The stated 
goals of the article, named 
the "Physical Education/ 
Athletic Locker Rooms, 
Team Rooms and Mini-Gym 
Renovation and Reconstruc- 
tion," are to benefit the high 



school physical education 
curriculum and co-curricu- 
lar activities and the greater 
Timberlane community by 
enhancing the physical edu- 
cation and athletic spaces. 

The renovation would 
include new team rooms 
and coaches' areas for the 
existing large gymnasium, 
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new teachers' offices and 
trainers' room, new girls' 
locker and team room, new 
boys' locker and team room, 
new visiting team room, 
new athletic directors' 
offices, new classroom and 
dance studio, new fitness 
and weight room, three new 
storage areas, a set of new 
small group classrooms off 
the new mini gymnasium, a 
new and wider handicapped 
accessible entryway and a 
new mini gym, capable of 
hosting both basketball and 



volleyball games. 

Administration said the 
plan will enhance current 
spaces, improve functionali- 
ty for the purposes of phys- 
ical education and athletics 
and meet current standards 
for safety, equity and acces- 
sibility While it helps meet 
the needs of the current 
high school, the district 
notes that the long-range 
plan for the school is to ren- 
ovate it as a middle school, 
and the bond project fits 
into that long-range goal. 
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Library Budget OK'd Amid Concern for Trust Funds

CHESTER - Though the 
library is asking for level 
funding on its expenses for 
the coming fiscal year, it is 
asking for more help from 
the town in meeting that 
bottom line in light of a 
continued drop in trust 
fund return. 

Chester Public Library 
director Tim Sheehan and 
the library trustees met with 
the board of selectmen on 
Jan. 5 to review the budget 
proposal, and met with 
unanimous support for it. 

The library relies on a 
combination of taxpayer 
support and trust fund rev- 
enue to maintain services, 
but for the past several years 
the trust fund side has been 
unreliable, forcing the 
library to ask for more from 
the town. 

With a significant un- 
derestimate of trust fund 
return this year, leaders of 
the library are reluctant to 
estimate a return on invest- 



ment for the coming year of 
more than $5,000. In 2008, 
trust fund return on invest- 
ment was $27,914. The fol- 
lowing year the library saw 
$14,063.72, then $13,463, 
and this year, just $8,101.87 
has been realized through 
that investment. 

The library estimated 
$13,500 in trust fund rev- 
enue this year. Some con- 
cern was noted from 
trustees about the lack of 
information or forecast 
from the trustees of the 
trust funds, and that they 
learn the income from the 
trust fund in the fall of the 
fiscal year, making budget- 
ing difficult. 

"We're having to cut this 
year, but we don't want to 
do that next year," said 
Sheehan about requests for 
more funding. 

The library's current year 
expenses total $101,050, 
but it is seeking $111,288 
for the coming year. This 
represents a 9.2 percent 
increase, or $10,238. 

Sheehan presented con- 



siderable documentation 
and explanation for the 
numbers. He argued that 
residents save themselves 
money by funding the 
library, as the cost for bor- 
rowing a book is less than 
the library's tax burden per 
resident. 

From Jan. 1, 2010 until 
Dec. 19. 2010, a total of 
15,516 books were checked 
out of the Chester library, 
and with $16,200 asked for 
in the book line, that's $1.04 
per checkout. 

The selectmen were in 
favor of the proposal and 
expressed confidence in the 
library's ability to provide a 
good level of service for the 
expense. 

The selectmen had more 
words of concern, however, 
about how the trust funds 
are being managed. Both 
chair Steph Landau and vice 
chair Jack Cannon were 
confused as to why the fund 
could be performing in such 
a lackluster fashion. 

"I don't know what 
we're doing with the trust 



funds in this town," said 
Cannon. Though he con- 
ceded that there was market 
volatility, he was dubious as 
to whether that could 
account for such a meager 
return. 

Landau had similar con- 
cerns, noting that such a 
drop in return didn't make 
sense with what he was see- 
ing in his personal invest- 
ments, which were, at 
worst, staying level. 

"I think these results 
should be very public and 
the trustees (of the trust 
funds) should come in here 
and explain why we're not 
getting the returns," said 
Cannon. 

"We've got to do some- 
thing. This is crazy," said 
Landau. 

Contacted after the 
meeting, trustees of the 
trust funds said that manag- 
ing public funds was differ- 
ent from managing private 
funds, and while the invest- 
ments are monitored regu- 
larly and formally reviewed 
quarterly, trustees are 



bound by law to invest in a 
safe manner, limiting their 
options. 

The trustees employ an 
investment company to 
manage the funds. 

Trustees Colin Costine 
and Ephraim Dobbins said 
that while they weren't pro- 
fessional investors, the gen- 
eral understanding is that 
more return on investment 
comes with more risk, and 
they can't take risks with 
public funds. Nor can they 
manage them as regularly as 
private investment. 

Costine said he would 
suggest a meeting with the 
selectmen to discuss the 
matter, noting some con- 
cern with the inference that 
the trustees were not doing 
their jobs as well as could 
be. 

He added that it was 
unfortunate the library was 
seeing such low returns. 

According to Costine, 
during the quarterly review 
of the funds, low perform- 
ing investments are put on 
notice, and if at the next 



review they haven't im- 
proved, they are jettisoned 
and better performers are 
brought on or added to. 

The library and trustees 
have discussed the potential 
of transferring control of 
the library's funds to the 
library trustees. 

While better communi- 
cation was asked for from 
the trustees of the trust 
funds, the library also asked 
for more communication 
with the selectmen and 
budget committee. In the 
library's supporting paper- 
work, the trustees and 
director asked to be kept in 
the loop on any changes 
made to their budget. 

"The library trustees are 
elected officials in charge of 
library operations. In past 
years, the library trustees 
have often not known about 
the changes made to the 
proposed budget by the 
selectmen and budget com- 
mittee until the week of the 
final public hearing," reads 
the report. 



Fish & Game Could Charge Family in Runaway Search

HAMPSTEAD - Stan- 
dard Operating Procedure 
for New Hampshire Fish & 
Game is to have an incident 
commander submit a report 
of a search for a runaway or 
lost individual to his imme- 
diate superior, who then 
reviews the report and calls 
a department meeting to 
discuss and further review 
the findings before reaching 
a decision. 

State Fish & Game 
Major Kevin Jordan said 



that process is under way at 
this time in the case of 
Hampstead runaway Devin 
Frenette, in which Fish & 
Game was the lead depart- 
ment in the search. He said 
the cost of the search to 
Fish & Game came to 
$15,630, and one of the 
possible outcomes of the 
review process is for the 
department to bill the fami- 
ly for the search. 

"That review process is 
presently under way," Jor- 
dan said. 

The 8-year-old Hamp- 
stead boy ran away and was 



missing overnight in Octo- 
ber. He was found the next 
day asleep under a neigh- 
bor's bed. Fish & Game 
took the lead position in the 
search, assisted by state and 
local law enforcement from 
surrounding towns, as well 
as the Hampstead Police 
Department and hundreds 
of civilian volunteers. 

The boy ran away again 
a few weeks later and was 
found after a short search 
hiding in a tree not far from 
the home where he had hid- 
den overnight previously. 
Fish & Game was not called 
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in for that search, which 
was carried out primarily by 
the Hampstead Police De- 
partment. 

The boy when found by 
Hampstead Police Sgt. Rick 
Chambers, was brought to 
the Hampstead Police Sta- 
tion and from there was 
taken into the custody of 
the state for placement until 



a court determined what 
should happen next. 

Jordan said one of the 
drivers in any decision to 
charge a family in the case 
of a New Hampshire Fish & 
Game search is whether 
there is definite proof of 
negligence or misconduct 
on the part of the family or 
caregiver. He said the 



review process is currently 
taking place and no deci- 
sion has been made at this 
time on whether to charge 
the family for the search. 

"We want to look at 
everything before reaching 
any decision," he said. 
"That's ($15,630) a big 
chunk of money for a fami- 
ly to have to face."

Now it's time to get local, and 
demand the best candidates for a bet- 
ter tomorrow. Could that be you? 

In a country founded on a tradi- 
tion of citizen participation, in a 
state where the voice of the individ- 
ual is honored, and in towns that 
are still small enough to hear the 
needs of individual citizens, elected 
office is a possibility for anyone 
who cares to spend the time and 
make the effort. 

Democracy is calling yet again. We 
urge you to listen and replace words 
with action, rather than berate from 
the sidelines.

HAMPSTEAD - The 
recent death of Frances 
Munroe at age 105 brought 
the subject of the Town's 
Boston Post Cane up for 
discussion at the Hamp- 
stead Historic District/Her- 
itage Commission. 

Munroe was presented 
with the Boston Post Cane 
as the Town's eldest citizen 
in June of 2004, just before 
her 98th birthday. Just 
recently, Munroe participat- 
ed with her daughter 
Shirley Waters and her 
granddaughter Cynthia Wat- 
ers Alexander in being 
acknowledged for providing 
recipes for the Hampstead 
Congregational Church 



cookbook, as reported in 
October in the Tri-Town 
Times. 

The Boston Post Cane 
tradition originated in the 
early 1900s when the first 
canes were created by the 
Boston Post newspaper. The 
canes were sent to 431 
towns in New England to be 
given to the oldest male res- 
ident. In 1930, women 
became eligible to receive 
the Boston Post Canes, 
which are owned by the 
towns. 

Prior to Munroe, the last 
Hampstead Boston Post 
Cane holder had been 
Charles Pressey who died at 
age 106. His family returned 
the cane to the Town in 
1974, and it was put on dis- 
play at the Hampstead His- 



torical Museum. Current 
Selectwoman Priscilla Lind- 
quist, who worked as the 
Selectmen's Assistant at the 
time, said the Board of 
Selectmen retired the cane 
because the nursing home 
in town made it difficult to 
determine who might be the 
oldest resident. 

Lindquist said she asked 
for authorization from the 
Board of Selectmen in 2000 
to have duplicate Boston 
Post Canes made. Two 
canes were made, and in 
2004, the commission 
reviewed the procedures for 
awarding the Boston Post 
Cane and created applica- 
tions. The following year, 
Munroe was awarded the 
Boston Post Cane.

Planning Board Sends Four Zoning Amendments to Warrant

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Planning Board reviewed 
the final version of the pro- 
posed Zoning Amendment 
proposals and approved and 
forwarded four of the five to 
the March warrant. 

One proposed amend- 
ment, dealing with the 
allowable number and size 
of accessory buildings in the 
Residential Zone, was 
deemed confusing and had 
conflicting versions. Plan- 
ning Board Chairman 
Randy Clark said he would 
rewrite the amendment and 
bring it to a hearing on 
Tuesday, Jan. 17, at 7 p.m. 

The present accessory 



building ordinance allows 
two single story, 750- 
square-foot buildings. The 
amendment would change 
this to allow a maximum 
total square footage depend- 
ent on the size of the lot. 

The amendment propos- 
es a sliding scale that would 
allow a total of 950 square 
feet of accessory building(s) 
on lots up to 43,000 square 
feet; 1,200 square feet of 
accessory building(s) on 
lots between 44,000 and 
89,000 square feet; 1,500 
square feet of accessory 
building(s) on lots 90fi00 
to 120,999 square feet; and 
1,800 square feet for acces- 
sory building(s) on lots 
over 130,000 square feet. 

Agricultural uses are not 



subject to this regulation. 

The Planning Board 
approved setting this aside 
for re-write and rehearing 
on Jan. 17. 

The following proposed 
Zoning Amendments were 
approved and forwarded for 
the warrant: 

• In-law/Accessory Ap- 
artments - Proposed expan- 
sion of the definition to 
include all family members 
and a caregiver for a family 
member. Unanimously ap- 
proved by the Planning 
Board - Derrick Moyer, 
Proctor Wentworth, Dean 
Howard and Priscilla 
Lindquist. 

• Lot Consolidation - 
The law concerning con- 
tiguous lots under common 



ownership has changed and 
now such consolidation can 
only be achieved by the 
landowner's voluntarily 
merging the properties by 
applying to the Planning 
Board. Previously the law 
allowed involuntary consol- 
idation of such lots by the 
Town, although there is no 
record of Hampstead ever 
having done so. This was 
unanimously approved by 
the Planning Board, 

• Commercial Building 
and Lot Coverage in Com- 
mercial C-2 Zone - The 
present lot coverage amount 
for buildings restricts them 
to covering only 15 percent 
of the buildable area. The 
amendment would increase 
the allowable coverage 



amount to 20 percent after 
applying to the Zoning 
Board of Adjustment (ZBA) 
for a Special Exception. If 
approved, the resulting 
amended site plan would be 
required to come before the 
Planning Board for ap- 
proval. This was approved 3 
to 1, with Moyer voting 
against the change. 

• Seasonal Dwelling 
Conversion - Changing the 
request application from a 
variance to a Special Excep- 
tion for Seasonal Dwelling 
Conversions. Presently a 
variance is required for a 
Seasonal Conversion, but 
ZBA Chairwoman Kristin 
Yasenka said that proving 
the hardship criteria under 
a variance that is supposed 



to be related to a unique fac- 
tor of the property is diffi- 
cult, and therefore the ZBA 
wanted to change to a Spe- 
cial Exception when re- 
questing a Seasonal Conver- 
sion. 

To qualify for a Seasonal 
Conversion, all the ele- 
ments of septic, electrical, 
heating, well, and insula- 
tion would have to be 
updated and approved, leav- 
ing such things as frontage 
and lot size requiring the 
variance. Yasenka and Code 
Enforcement Officer Kris 
Emerson both said chang- 
ing to the Special Exception 
made more sense. 

This was approved by 
the Planning Board 3 to 1, 
with Moyer opposed. 



Hampstead Zoning Board Approves Four Requests

HAMPSTEAD - The Zo- 
ning Board of Adjustment 
(ZBA) spent considerable 
time on hearings but in the 
end approved two of the four 
requests unanimously and 
the other two by 3-2 votes. 

At the ZBAs Jan. 5 meet- 
ing, James Wilkinson asked 
for a Special Exception to 
allow reconstruction of a 
dwelling on a pre-existing 
undersized lot at 126 Wash 
Pond Road. The hearing 
had been continued from 
the December meeting 
because he did not have a 
State Shoreland Protection 
permit. That permit was 
handed to the board at last 



week's meeting, and Jim 
Lavelle reviewed the pro- 
posed plan. 

All the setbacks would 
be increased for the new 
house, and better run-off 
protections would be put in 
place. By adding a piece of 
the Conservation Commis- 
sion land that runs behind 
the original property, the 
septic system has been 
improved, updated and 
rated for a four-bedroom 
house by state standards 
and approved by the state. 

The board expressed 
concern that a variance had 
been granted at the time of 
conversion from seasonal to 
year round, which had a 
condition that the dwelling 
must remain a two-bed- 



room. The new house calls 
for three bedrooms. Howev- 
er, the request calls for an 
entirely new dwelling, and 
the upgraded septic put that 
concern to rest. 

The new house doubles 
the size of the previous 
dwelling but is the allowed one 
and half stories on the lake. 

Paul Carideo of the 
Hampstead Conservation 
Commission was present 
and expressed concerns 
about how the demolition 
and reconstruction would be 
handled and asked that cer- 
tain safeguards be conditions 
of approval, as the driveway 
used by Wilkinson is the 
access road to the Conserva- 
tion Land over which 
Wilkinson has a right of way. 
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Carideo asked that the 
access not be blocked by 
construction equipment, 
material or a Dumpster and 
that the right-of-way be 
returned to the same state it 
was prior to construction. 
Code Enforcement Officer 
Kris Emerson said he would 
be keeping an eye on all the 
concerns raised by the Con- 
servation Commission. 

The plan was approved 
with the Conservation Com- 
mission condition that the 
access be returned to the 
same state it was prior to 
construction and the stor- 
age area over the garage 
remain unfinished. 

Don Reese and John 
Lisien voted no, although 
they said the plan was a 
good one. The entire board 
expressed thanks to Wilkin- 
son for his preparation and 
the detail of the plans. 



The board, after taking a 
hard look at the property of 
Bruce Kiley 3 Craine Road 
in East Hampstead, came to 
the conclusion that his con- 
tention that there was only 
one feasible location for the 
accessory building was cor- 
rect. He requested a vari- 
ance to be able to construct 
the accessory building too 
close to the lot lines, but 
because of the slope and wet 
areas, the spot specified was 
the only place that could be 
used without going to far 
too great an expense to level 
another location. 

The board voted 3 to 2 
to permit the variance, with 
Dale Blaine and Neil Emer- 
son voting to deny because 
the building was too close 
to the lot lines. 

The board then voted 
unanimously to approve his 
request for a Special Excep- 
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tion to allow the accessory 
building to exceed the al- 
lowed maximum 750 square 
feet. The proposed garage, 
24-feet by 32-feet, exceeded 
the maximum by only a 
small margin. 

James Craig, 95 Mills 
Shore Drive, was unani- 
mously granted his request 
for a Special Exception to 
add a catwalk and deck on 
his undersized lot. One 
abutter sent a letter raising 
questions about lot lines 
and use of the buildings but 
the board, after close ques- 
tioning, voted to approve. 

The final hearing was 
the request of the vice chair- 
man of the board, Geoffrey 
Dowd, for a Special Excep- 
tion for a home occupation 
at his home at 270 Wash 
Pond Road. 

Dowd recused himself 
on the matter, and Emerson 
took over as acting chair for 
the hearing. 

Dowd has a business 
office in Haverhill but wants 
to use his home office as a 
second location. He said 
there would never be more 
than two business-related 
cars accessing the office and 
that the normal business 
hours would be 9 a.m. to 5 
p.m. He said he didn't plan 
to have any employees at 
the Wash Pond Road Office 
at this time. 

The board voted unani- 
mously to approve the 
request.

• Theriault said the 
matching grant from the 
Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency (FEMA) 
for a generator for Town 
Hall was a certainty, and if 
the board planned to accept 
the grant, a public hearing 
was required.

Chester Considers Bulk Electricity Purchasing

CHESTER - The board 
of selectmen is looking into 
saving a few dollars on the 
cost of electricity through 
bulk energy purchasing, 
something that has begun 
reaping benefits for area 
municipalities and school 
districts, including the 
Chester school district. 

The board met Thursday, 
Jan. 5, with Tad Dziemian of 
White Columns Office 
Solutions to hear his pitch. 

Dziemian, who runs his 
business in East Hampstead, 
estimated he could save the 
town about $3,000 on its 
electric bills in the next 
year. The town's current 
supplier, Public Service 



Company of NH (PSNH), is 
charging 8.39 cents per 
kilowatt (kw) hour as of the 
start of the year, but 
Dziemian can undercut that 
price with a third-party sup- 
plier, NextEra Energy of 
Houston, Texas, which is 
offering 6.99 cents. 

Electricity prices are 
dynamic and any set cost 
isn't determined until a con- 
tract is signed. 

The town uses about 
255,000 kw hours per year, 
according to Dziemian. He 
recommended a one-year 
contract. 

PSNH would continue 
to deliver the electricity, but 
a single bill with both 
PSNH's and NextEra's cost 
would come to the town. 

Though the board ex- 



pressed confidence with a 
third-party supplier and the 
lower costs possible, select- 
man Joseph Hagan had 
some concerns with the 
market. 

Hagan questioned wheth- 
er siphoning off business 
from PSNH on a large 
enough scale would result 
in the utility's laying off 
workers. No answer was 
available. 

Dzieian said the practice 
is almost wholly commer- 
cially based, with few resi- 
dential consumers opting to 
purchase with a third party. 
He also said PSNH's core 
competency was maintain- 
ing utility infrastructure, as 
dictated by the New Hamp- 
shire Public Utilities Com- 
mission. 
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The board made no final the coming year, as plans with at least one more bro- 
decision on electricity for are in the works to consult ker.

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A Look Back at Hampstead Weather in 2011

HAMPSTEAD - John 
Kelley, weather observer for 
the NOAA (National Oc- 
eanic and Atmospheric Ad- 
ministration) National 
Weather Service Coopera- 
tive Climatological Station 
in West Hampstead, looked 
back over the year and sum- 
marized, "2011 was a wet 
and slightly warm year in 
Hampstead." 

"Although the official 
data for December are not 
yet available, it looks like 
2011 will be another record 
year for above average pre- 
cipitation and temperature 
statewide," said Mary Stam- 
pone of the Department of 
Geography, New Hampshire 
State Climate Office at the 
University of New Hamp- 
shire. "Year-to-date average 
temperature by the end of 
November was the highest 
since records began in 1895, 
and precipitation ranked 
within the top five. The 
warm daytime temperatures 
and multiple heavy precipi- 
tation events of December 
will most likely rank 2011 
among the top 10, if not the 
top five, warmest and 
wettest years for New 
Hampshire since 1895." 

Kelley has been instru- 
mental in getting both the 
Hampstead Central and 
Hampstead Middle schools' 
weather stations operational 
and guiding students to 
observe the weather on a 
daily basis. He also stays in 
touch with residents to 
gather information such as 
ice-out on Sunset Lake. 
"According to Bob Nugent 



of Sunset Lake Camp- 
ground, the ice-out on 
Wash Pond (Sunset Lake) 
this year was April 9," he 
said. 

Hampstead Middle 
School teacher Lori-Lyn 
Griffin, who works with 
Kelley on the Middle School 
weather station, said, "The 
students are really enjoying 
going out to take daily read- 
ings from the weather sta- 
tion to record on CoCo- 
RaHS." 

CoCoRaHS stands for 
the Community Collabora- 
tive Rain, Hail and Snow 
network. It is a non-profit, 
community-based network 
of volunteers of all ages and 
backgrounds who measure 
and map precipitation. 

Kelley said the average 
monthly temperature in 
Hampstead this year was 
48.7 degrees, or 0.9 degrees 
above normal. 

The year started out 
with below normal temper- 
atures for January and Feb- 
ruary. Temperatures were 
above normal from July 
through December. The 
highest temperature of the 
year was 100 degrees on 
July 22, and the lowest was 
minus 9 degrees on Jan. 24. 
Hampstead had 11 days 
with temperatures in the 
90s and eight days with 
temperatures of zero or 
lower. The last day of freez- 
ing temperatures was April 
17, although the thermome- 
ter dropped to 33 degrees 
May 2. The first day with 
freezing temperatures was 
Oct. 28. 

The total precipitation 
(both rain and melted 
snow/sleet) for the year in 



Hampstead was 55.51 inch- 
es, 7.33 inches above nor- 
mal, with the wettest 
months being August and 
October with totals of 7.45 
and 9.14 inches, respective- 
ly. The driest month was 
July, with 1.42 inches. The 
greatest one-day rainfall was 
2.87 inches on Oct. 5. 

"For the year, there were 
18 days with thunder, two 
days with hail, five days 
with sleet, and four days 
with freezing rain," he said. 

The total snowfall for 
the year, he said, was 87.5 
inches, with January, Febru- 
ary, and October having 
totals of 40.2, 25.8, and 
10.5 inches, respectively. 
Monthly snowfall totals 
were well below normal for 
March, November, and Dec- 
ember. 

"The greatest total storm 
snowfall was 17 inches that 
fell on Jan. 12," said Kelley. 
"The greatest depth of snow 
on the ground occurred on 
Feb. 3 with an amazing 28 
inches, the most in over 
eight years. The ground 
was covered with a continu- 
ous snow cover of 1 inch or 
more from Jan. 12 till March 
17. The first snowfall of the 
season occurred Oct. 27 and 
the last was on the morning 
of April 23, the day of the 
town fishing derby." 

Hampstead residents 
will remember 2011 for sev- 
eral significant weather 
events, including the Jan. 
12 Nor'easter, a snowy Janu- 
ary and February, a late 
Spring warm spell, the April 
Fool's Day snowstorm, a hot 
July, Tropical Storm Irene in 
late August, the Halloween 
Eve snowstorm, and little 
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Hampstead Middle School teacher Lori-Lyn Griffin explains to her class what they 
will need to record at the school's weather center. Photo by Chris Paul 



snowfall and mild tempera- 
tures in November and 
December, said Kelley. 

"The biggest snowstorm 
of the winter was the Tues- 
day, Jan. 12, Nor'easter," he 
said. "Snow started shortly 
after midnight and contin- 
ued till about 10 p.m. The 
snowstorm closed schools 
and deposited 17 inches of 
snow on Hampstead, which 
was more than forecasted. 
The snow was accompanied 
by wind gusts up to 29 
miles per hour, as recorded 
at the Hampstead Central 
School Weather Station. 

"Although March was 
almost snow free, with only 
2.5 inches, winter was not 
over, as an April Fool's Day 
snowstorm brought 7.2 
inches of wet snow to 
Hampstead and closed 
schools," Kelley said. "Resi- 
dents got an early touch of 



summer weather on June 7, 
8, and 9 when high temper- 
atures reached 87, 90, and 
90 degrees respectively. The 
early warm spell came to a 
close with a thunderstorm, 
accompanied by a gusty 
winds and pea-sized hail." 

He cited a heat wave 
from July 20-23 with tem- 
peratures of 90, 95, 100 and 
92 degrees respectively. Trop- 
ical Storm Irene brought 
2.73 inches of rain to 
Hampstead on Aug. 27-28, 
along with downed trees, 
limbs and scattered power 
outages, and schools closed 
on Aug. 28, the first day of 
the 2011-2012 school year, 
he said. 

Wrapping up the year, 
Kelley said, "A massive pre- 
season snowstorm hit the 
Northeast on the weekend 
of Oct. 29-30, depositing 
9.7 inches of wet snow on 



Hampstead, resulting in 
downed trees and utility 
lines, several closed roads, 
and power outage lasting up 
to five days. The impacts 
from the Halloween Eve 
Nor'easter closed schools on 
the 31st and caused the 
town's Trick-or-Treating to 
be rescheduled to Nov. 5. 

"Only a trace of snow 
was recorded in November, 
and 1.3 inches in December. 
The greatest snowfall dur- 
ing November and Decem- 
ber occurred on Dec. 22-23, 
but it only amounted to 1 
inch and it was gone by 
Christmas morning. A few 
snow flurries fell on Christ- 
mas morning but it was far 
from being a White Christ- 
mas. The year came to a 
close with a brief period of 
freezing rain on the morn- 
ing of Dec. 31," he conclud- 
ed. 
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House Redisricting Plan Would Impact Hampstead

HAMPSTEAD - Under 
both the federal and state con- 
stitutions, federal, state and 
municipal electoral districts 
have to be redrawn every 10 
years based on the latest 
Census information. 

The redrawing of the dis- 
tricts is required to adhere to 
the federal mandate of "one 
person one vote." This is bas- 
ed on a Supreme Court prin- 
ciple mandating that each 
district, with a plus or minus 
deviation of 5 percent, should 
contain the same number of 
people. But the redrawing 
must also adhere to a 2006 
amendment to the New 
Hampshire Constitution that 



states all municipalities with 
sufficient population should 
have their own representation. 
Thus, any municipality with 
roughly 3,291 persons should 
have representation for that. 

The problem is the two re- 
quirements aren't easily mesh- 
ed, and the New Hampshire 
House Special Committee on 
Redistricting has added a 
mathematical approach as 
another way of handling the 
redrawing of electoral districts. 

That Special Committee in- 
cludes both Democrats and Re- 
publicans. Paul Mirski (Enfield 
Center) David Bates (Windham), 
Steve Vaillancourt (Manchester), 
Gene Chandler (Bartlett), Ed- 
win Smith (Hinsdale), Peter Silva 
(Nashua), Spec Bowers (Geor- 
ges Mills), David Hess (Hook- 



sett), Herbert Richardson (Lan- 
caster), William Smith (New Cas- 
tle), Robert Rowe (Amherst), 
Warren Groen (Rochester) 
and Elaine Swinford (Center 
Barnstead) are all Republi- 
cans. Democratic members 
are Lucy Weber (Walpole), 
Sandra Keans (Rochester), 
Robert Perry (Strafford) and 
David Pierce (Etna). 

On Dec. 20, by a 12-5 vote 
in spite of claims the plan is 
flawed and unconstitution- 
al, the proposed redistrict- 
ing plan cleared the Repub- 
lican-controlled committee 
and will be the subject of a 
public hearing Jan. 11, and 
then will move forward to the 
Senate later in the month. 

State Rep. Regina Bird- 
sell, R-Hampstead, said, 



"The plan will affect Hamp- 
stead. I don't believe it has 
been decided who Hamp- 
stead will be paired with. 
There is a plan on the House 
website (Amendment to HB 
592), but I have heard three 
different scenarios: Hamp- 
stead and Danville, Hamp- 
stead and Plaistow, and 
Hampstead and Kingston." 

Bates, vice chairman of 
the Special House Redistrict- 
ing Committee, said under 
the proposed redistricting 
plan, "Hampstead would be 
part of two representative 
districts - District 13 and Dis- 
trict 34. District 13 consists 
of Hampstead and Kingston, 
and this district would elect 
four representatives. Dis- 
trict 34 is a floterial district 



Manchester Man Arrested for 
Hampstead Assault on New Year's

HAMPSTEAD - Thomas 
Dixon, 522 Howe St., Man- 
chester was arrested Jan. 1 
for second degree assault 
involving a domestic inci- 



dent that occurred at 48B 
Main St. in Hampstead. 

Hampstead Police Lt. 
John Frazier said Officer 
Leo Beauchamp received a 
call from Parkland Medical 
Center in Derry from an 
assault victim and investi- 
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gated. 

Court papers indicate 
that a protective order was 
issued after Dixon was 
arrested, booked, and 
released on $2,500 personal 
recognizance. 

Frazier said the second 
degree assault charge was 
the result of the severity of 



the injury to the victim. 
Dixon had left her Hamp- 
stead apartment and gone to 
Salem, N.H., but later 
turned himself in to Hamp- 
stead police. 

Dixon has a court date 
of Jan. 9 in Plaistow District 
Court. 
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- that means a legislative dis- 
trict that includes in its 
boundaries several separate 
districts that independently 
would not be entitled to ad- 
ditional representation but 
whose conglomerate popu- 
lation entitles the area to 
another seat in a legislative 
body undergoing redistrict- 
ing - that includes Hamp- 
stead, Kingston (District 
13), and Plaistow and Atkin- 
son (District 14), and it will 
elect one representative. The 
process of redistricting im- 
pacts every city and town in 
the whole state." 

Rockingham County is 
the second largest county in 
the state, behind Hillsbor- 
ough. Rockingham County, 
which includes Hampstead, 
has 90 seats allotted and 90 
seats assigned under the new 
redistricting plan. The county 
includes 20 single town dis- 
tricts, nine multi-town dis- 
tricts, and eight floterial dis- 
tricts, for a total of 37 dis- 
tricts. Under the plan, 56 
single town seats are assign- 
ed, 26 multi-town seats, and 
eight floterial seats, for a 
total of 90 seats. 

Under the present con- 
figuration Hampstead is in 
Rockingham County House 
District 8 with Kingston and 
Plaistow and has seven assign- 
ed seats. Atkinson is alone in 
District 6 with two assigned 
seats, so today, the total num- 
ber of representatives for those 
four towns is nine. Under the 
redrawn electoral districts, 
the total number would also 



be nine: District 13 (Hamp- 
stead and Kingston) would 
have four seats; District 14 
(Atkinson and Plaistow) 
would have four seats; and 
floterial District 34 contain- 
ing all four of the towns 
would have one seat. 

The proposed redistrict- 
ing plan approved by the 
Committee is not without 
its critics, both within the 
committee and in many of 
the municipalities the re- 
drawing will impact. It has 
been called unconstitution- 
al and flawed. Ten years ago 
the redistricting plan pre- 
sented to then Gov. Jeanne 
Shaheen was vetoed by the 
governor and the courts put 
the present redistricting 
plan into place. 

Hoping to avoid a guber- 
natorial veto this time 
around, the committee plans 
to submit the redistricting 
plan as a House Concurrent 
Order as well. While the bill 
(Amended HB592) would 
go to Gov. John Lynch after 
passage in the House and 
Senate, the Concurrent 
Order could bypass the 
House, Senate and Governor 
and go directly to the Secre- 
tary of State to redraw the 
districts. Some members of 
the committee have released 
statements saying they are 
uncomfortable with this 
approach, and Mirski noted 
it could be tabled until such 
time as needed. 

The law provides no spe- 
cific timeframe for when the 
redistricting must be finished. 
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Owner of Burned Shed Explains its Contents

CHESTER - Resident Al 
Manuel is concerned about 
the picture neighbors may 
have formed of what hap- 
pens on his property, fol- 
lowing last week's report of 
a fire in his shed. 

In last week's edition, 
the Tri-Town Times report- 
ed on a fire at Manuel's 
property at 749 Candia 
Road. Chester Fire respond- 



ed to the property to find a 
shed fully engulfed in flame. 
The fire involved numerous 
small and large explosions 
from materials stored there, 
fire chief Rich Antoine said 
following his department's 
response. 

The call that went out to 
the department indicated 
that ammunition was stored 
on site. 

Manuel used the shed in 
part for his hobby of reload- 
ing shells for target practice. 



He doesn't sell the material 
and few live shells or car- 
tridges are kept there, as 
those are stored in a gun 
safe or are immediately 
used. He's been active in the 
hobby for an estimated 25 
years. 

While Antoine said mul- 
tiple barrels of black pow- 
der were stored in the shed, 
Manuel said the shed did 
not contain any black pow- 
der. It did house rifle pow- 
der, and Manuel said six 



half-filled tins of it, or about 
two pounds in all, were 
inside. 

Rifle powder, according 
to Manuel, does not 
explode, but instead burns 
or fizzes. Black powder, on 
the other hand, one and the 
same as dynamite, does 
explode. 

He said no one would 
keep black powder near any 
ignition source, and several 
barrels of the stuff would 
have taken out the neigh- 



borhood. 

And instead of 17 gal- 
lons of gasoline, as report- 
ed, he had seven gallons, a 
five-gallon can full and a 
two-gallon can full. The gas 
was intended for the four- 
wheeler, motorcycle, two 
lawn tractors and snow- 
blower kept in the shed. 

He added that there was 
little live ammunition in the 
shed, as it isn't his practice 
to store much there once it's 
ready to be fired. Instead, 



the shed had many empty 
brass cartridges, without 
powder or timer. 

Manuel estimates there 
were half a dozen live shot- 
gun shells and half a dozen 
live rifle cartridges inside. 

Also stored in the shed 
were two rifles. Both were 
being repaired and one was 
a hunting rifle and a prized 
possession of Manuel. 

Antoine said that all 
signs indicate that the blaze 
started accidentally. 



Chester Considers Using State Diesel Fuel Shed

CHESTER - In the 
future, official town vehi- 
cles may be refueling at 
state Department of Trans- 
portation (DOT) sheds in 
an effort on behalf of the 
selectmen to save a few dol- 
lars on the commodity. 

The board had discussed 
purchasing and installing a 
diesel fuel tank at the high- 
way garage in an effort to 
bypass fuel taxes, but at its 
Jan. 5 meeting, chair Steph 
Landau suggested partner- 
ing with the state to use its 
fuel. 

The Town would still 
bypass the taxes but would- 
n't have to front the money 
for the tank installation, 



and with a DOT shed on 
Raymond Road (Route 
102), it appears to be a con- 
venient alternative. 

Tanks for gas and diesel 
are currently at the fire 
department, allowing the 
town to bypass taxes on the 
fuels, but the state is able to 
buy them at a lower cost. 
Last month, the state paid 
about 14 cents less than the 
town. 

Landau said his research 
indicates the fuel is well 
controlled and the program 
well governed. 

All selectmen seemed on 
board with the idea but 
asked for more clarification 
before moving forward with 
it. They wanted to know 
more about what the pro- 
gram was and wanted to

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create a list of what persons 
from town would be 
involved. 

Selectmen said it made a 
lot of sense for the highway 
department to use the fuel 
for trucks and equipment. 

Though the town is also 
looking into signing up to 
utilize state gasoline, this 
was deemed less practical 
by selectmen, as the areas 
where the gas is stored are 
further away. 

Selectman Jack Cannon 
did not want police cruisers 
out of town for as long as it 
would take to fill up in adja- 
cent towns, including Lon- 
donderry, Manchester and 
Epping. 

Selectman Joseph Hagan 
said it may still be useful if 
done on an opportunistic 
basis, when the police are 
on a related errand, going to 
the bank or driving to the 



courts. 

Police currently fuel up 
at the fire department. 

In other business at the 
Jan. 5 meeting: 

• Chief Bill Burke pre- 
sented the police depart- 
ment's budget proposal, a 
proposal that shows an 
increase of about $20,000. 
Burke reviewed the lines 
that are altered from the 
current year, most notably 
the fuel line, which is on 
track to be overspent by 
about $8,000 this year. 

Most of the remaining 
increase results from higher 
salaries approved by the 
selectmen. 

Burke will be asking for 
$24,000 in that line to keep 
up with increased fuel usage 
in town since the depart- 
ment became a full-time, 
24-7 operation. The line is 
currently set at $16,000. 
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Other lines were up in 
marginal amounts. The 
selectmen asked Burke to 
look at potentially increasing 
the part-time officers line to 
make up for the increased 
vacation time available to 
the department since the 
board eliminated the Earned 
Time Policy, which brought 
the department in line with 
the rest of the town's 
employees for vacation time. 
That move by the selectmen 



has the department at an 
increased need to provide 
vacation coverage for full- 
time officers. 

The department will 
also likely present a warrant 
article for half the cost of a 
new cruiser this year, a 
practice that has been ongo- 
ing for years. 

Current year expenses 
are $410,814.30. The de- 
partment seeks $430,949.94.

grant for police Driving 
While Intoxicated overtime

sum payout is possible each 
year, totaling $28,293, $28,576 
and $28,861 consecutively. 

The goals the teachers as 
a group must meet have been 
altered, but the school board 
is confident that "the focus of 
the performance incentive 
goals continues to be im- 
proving the opportunities for 
our students by focusing on 
improved instruction and 
improved performance." 

The two major goals are 
consistent from contract to 
contract, and they are based 
on the results of annual 
standardized testing in math 
and reading. A target per- 
formance goal for the tests 
has been increased. While 
the mean composite score for 
all grade levels combined, to 
be considered performing at 
grade level, is 5.4, Chester 
wants to see that score more 
than a point higher at 6.8. 

The other two goals re- 
quire that staff complete at 



least 10 percent more than 
the minimum state required 
professional development 
hours annually and contin- 
ued efforts at improving 
communication with stu- 
dents and parents. 

That first year of perform- 
ance payout is less than the 
current year's 2 percent pay- 
out, so the cost to the taxpayer 
to keep the contract that first 
year is reduced by $28,284. 

In another cost-saving 
measure for the district, the 
teachers agreed to give up 
control of their health in- 
surance plans, something 
school board member Mike 
Romick said was unprece- 
dented in the area. 

A tentative agreement 
has already been secured 
between the district and a 
new insurance provider, and 
the savings, if the contract is 
passed, will be seen in the 
first year. That first year the 
savings overall totals $92,023, 
savings that will continue for 
at least one more year before 
the process will again go out

If the district were bound 
to the same contract as is 
currently in place, the esti- 
mated difference between 
the current and new plan in 
the second year would total 
$97,633. 

There are higher co-pay- 
ments in the new plan, but 
teachers will also benefit 
from the reduced premium 
cost, depending on the plan 
they have and other health 
care factors. 

According to the school 
board, the coverage of the 
new plan is the same or bet- 
ter than the current offering. 

In previous contracts the 
district was bound to a spe- 
cific health care offering for 
the life of the contract. Pre- 
mium contribution rates stay 
at the current 80/20 split 
between district and teacher. 

As part of the agree- 
ment, a health care services 
review committee will be set 



up to oversee the bid 
process in the third year. 

"The flexibility of the 
proposed collective bargain- 
ing agreement to allow us to 
continually investigate im- 
proved healthcare service 
offerings is a major compo- 
nent of the agreement and 
one which will allow this 
board, and future boards, a 
far greater opportunity to 
effectively manage health 
care costs," said Richardson. 

The budget committee was 
present for the ratification, 
with some members voicing 
their approval. Chris Hadik 
said that on the face, it look- 
ed to be a great effort, espe- 
cially in light of the health 
care changes. He lauded the 
school board for taking the 
initiative, compared to other 
districts, in creating a per- 
formance incentive, in being 
one of the first boards to have 
teachers pay a percentage of 
their premiums and now, in 
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Aro yau looking for a rewarding, 
fast paced, challenging job?

increases in a proactive way. 

Richardson emphasized 
that it was a huge decision on 
the part of the CEA to give 
up control of the health care 
portion of the contract. "This 
is a sea change, so hopefully 
voters embrace this. It's a big 
deal," said Richardson. "If 
this passes, there are signifi- 
cant savings to taxpayers." 

Romick said he can't 
remember a time when by 
the end of a three-year con- 
tract, the district was paying 
no more than in the year be- 



fore the contract went into 
place, a sentiment echoed by 
superintendent Jim Gaylord. 

At last Town Meeting, vot- 
ers approved the paraprofes- 
sional union contract with flat 
2.6 percent salary increases 
over the course of its three- 
year life. 

At least some teachers, 
dealing with an increased 
contribution rate to the State 
Retirement System this year, 
have been seeing reduced 
take-home pay, something 
that looks to continue in the 
coming year.
